In h is su bterranean h ideou t, 
ex plained Clau de Pearson, ch ief 
probation officer, “ th e boy felt 
psy ch ologically as well as ph y s­ 
ically secu re.” 
Described as “mentally dis­ 
tu rbed,’’

liv es with an elderly grand­ 
moth er. Officers said h is par­ 
ents, now' div orced, apparently 
were u nable to care for h im. 
McCroskey said th e boy pro­ 
v ided for h is meagre ex istence 
by petty th efts. 
“ His operation was small bu t
